11. (Currently Amended) A method of drv-wrinkte nmfcrtlng clothing comprising tli^ step 
of applying h t[A]] fabric treating composition comprising an amphoteric polymer, 
formulated at or around the isoelectric point of said pftlviner. to sal^ clothing. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method A oompooirion according to Claim 1 1. wherein said 
amphoteric polymer comprises a cationic moiety and an anionic moiety, and the cation ic 
moiety comprises an ammonium group, and the anionic moiety comprises a carboxylate 
group. 

13. (Cunenily Amended) The method A composiUon according to Claim 12, wherein said 
amphoteric polymer is apoly(vinylamine-co-acry!ic acid). 

14. (Currently Amended) The method,A r <ompoflition according to Claim 13, wherein the 
vinylainine and acrylic acid monomers are present in a molar ratio of from about 90: 10 to 
about 40:60.

24. (New) The method according to CI aim 1 1 . further comprising a step of iron ing. 

25. (New) The method according to Claim 11. wherein said step of applying said composition 
comprises spraying said composition. 
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26. (New) The method accoiding to Claim 11, wherein said step of applying suid composition 
comprises delivering said composition during a rinse of a laundry cycle. 

27. (New) A method of in-wear wrinkle resisting clothing comprising the step of applying a 
fabric treating composition comprising an amphoteric polymer, formulated at or around the 
isoelectric point of said polymer, to said clothing. 

28. (New) The method according to Claim 27, wherein said amphoteric polymer comprises a 
cationic moiety and an anionic moiety, and the cadonic moiety comprises an ammonium 
group, and the anionic moiety comprises a carboxyiatc group. 

29. (New) The method according to Claim 28. wherein said amphoteric polymer i-s a 
poly(vinylamine-co-acryItc acid). 

30. (New) The method according to Claim 29. wherein the vinylaminc and acrylic Jicid 
monotners are present in a molar ratio of from about 9(>: 10 to about 40:60. 

3 1 . (New) The method according lo Claim 27, furtlier comprising a step of ironing. 

32. (New) The method according to Claim 27. wherein said step of applying said composition 
comprises spraying said composition. 

33. (New) The method according to 27. whweln said step of applying said composition 
comprises delivering said composition daring a rinse of a laundry cycle.
